dishes of folk upon the Busphorus. 
The akateh tollowa: 

t'Tarklak fhre to diatlBguiabed by 
It/ simplicity. The Tarhiah kitchen 
niiKht he put at one efkd of the 
scale and the French kitchen at the 
other. The complexities of Harisian 
cookery demand a long and careful 
educatloo (or a clear comprehCBSion 
of their valuea aad for a proper ap- 
pradatioa, whita tho dtohaa « Con- 
stantinople at laaat thoae which ap- 
pear upon the Ubiaa ot Tarka in the 
ordinary fortaaca Of Ufa, are rudi- 
mentary. 

•Vegetables, fruits and grains are 
the staplea ot the Turkish kitchen. 
Breakfaat ot the Boaphorua conrists 
ot a amall cup ot coSao aad a roll. At 
noon there is a bowl ot abur milk 
and bread. Thick Turkiah coffee is 
taken again in the afternoon to key 
up appetites for the principal meal, 
which oomas at night. This meal in- 
clttdea probably, pilaff <meat and 
rice), aeveral kiada ot YogaUbles, 
pastry and thick coffee. The work- 
ingnian's meal Is still more simple — 
a chunU of bread and an onion or a 
bunch of graper.. 

"There are however, some dishes 
upon the Turklak Mil ot fare wblch 
the returned weaterner never wholly 
ceaaea to regret. Pilaff to one. It is 
n food as national with the Turks as 
the potato with the Irish, as the cab- 
bage with 111!' Ciriiian. It lakes a 
multitude of forms, but its basic qual- 
ity is derived from rice being cooked 
in iHCh a wai( as to preserve each 
grain ferment aad diatiact. 

"The rice Is unpolished aad, la the 
cooking, takes on a gelatlnonc coat. 
Sometimes it is boiled in mutton fat 
— a rich, smooth, inviting dish. Some- 
times bits of roast mutton are miiiK 
led with It, whaa It becomes a meat 
PBddiag ot 'doildoaa flavor. It is 
cooked with small carraata aad pine- 
nuts, fragrant and apicy. It la aarv- 
ed with dates nnd Huvored with or- 
ange peel. Hut. wliutever Its form. 
It is one of the treasured memories 
of a visit to the Near East. 

■gg-ptoat ia the foundation of an- 
other fayored Turkish diah. It is 
stuffed with chopped oaiona aad rice 
and cooked in oil. It Is alao stuffed 
with niiai marrowa aad rice, and 
steumed until it hoeoaiaa a caltoary 
Inspiration. 

"Tha , Westerner, furthermore, 
learns to eojoy ataay ot the milk 
(ooda prepared by the Turka. Taourt, 
cultured milk aa thick as sour 
cream, prepared from the rich milk 

of the biillald cow, is a .-:.ti:UX''Jjo'i 
to the most panpered diner. Chick- 
en breast-tnllk, made from grated 
chicken breasta; ^elly-ltke rice milk, 
starchy pudding, aatiKB wttk aagar 
and rose-water; aad yaourt, with 
chopped nut meats, are other dishes. 

'■'I'iie Turks :.re rmiil of sweets. 
They prepare a kind of bread, which 
they soak lu honey anii*eat with rich 
cream. They alao prepare pastry In 
•trIasB aoaked la hoaay. Their truiu 
are cxeellaBt. better la qaaltty aad pf 
greater variety thaa the fmlta ot the 
Wi st Meats alone, of raw food ma- 
terials, with the exception of mut- 
ton, are poor In Turkey, but tlieii, the 
Turk Is a good deal of a vegeteriun. 

•The ataapla diet ot the Turk has 
Ukea aathlas hie good physi- 
que; rather, Hkaly. It ia aaa at the 
main sourcea ot hIa health, or hamal, 
dines on a chunk of bread, costing 
1 cent, together with a melon, or a 
bunch of grapes, or an onion, or a 
piece of cheese, to the cost of another

War'iliict'iii, Dec. 22 The 
American navy hIioiiIiI be "e(|iial to 
the most powerful maiiitaiiiiii by 
aay other tetlon o( the world" not 
tetar than 19IS, la the opinion ot 
the Navy Ooaaral Board, headed by 
Admiral Dewey. 

The annual report of the boar/l 
disclos.'d that this naval policy was 
fol iiiulated by the body in July last 
in answer to the following proposi- 
tlona propounded by Secretary Dan- 
iels' when the admlalatratioa reach- 
ed iu deciaioB to eater apoa a cam- 
paign of national preparedness: 

"What the navy must be in the 
future In order to stand upon an 
equnlity with the most efficient and 
most practically serviceable." 

Thf board's concliulon follows: 

"Tie navy of tha' Vattad States 
should nNtautely bo equal to the 
most powerful maintained by any 
(iiliiT iiatioii of the world. It should 
lie gradiiaiy increased to this point 
by su( li a rate of developement year 
«bove defined should be attained not 
laciiities ol the country, bat. the limit 
by yAr aa auty b/parmitted^by the 
later' than ISti." 

Ruiidlag ftmiimd. 

At the same time the board pre- 
sented a building program for 1917 
in coB^^Uanee with the SecreUry's 
requteC far "a pMgram formulated 
ia the 'iaost deflalte tanna; planned 
for a ctMisistent and progreialve de- 
veiopement of this grant dotoaaive 

arm of the nation." 

Details of the board's reply are not 
revealed, as aubsequently In October 
of this year, the Secretary asked the 
board to prepare "a' bnllding prog- 
ram for the navy that will contlhne 
over a pciiod ot five years 'vith an 
expenditure of about $100,000,000 
each year for five yiars on new con- 
struction only." The administration 
plan for the construction ot alxteen 
capital ahlpa wtthia Ave years ia 
founded on the board'a anawer.^ 

At the same time the iKwrd again 
developed its idea of the place the 
.\merican navy sliould hold in the 
world In the following language: 
Control uf the Sea. 

"The General Board bellevea tiMt 
the coarae ot the praa aa t war in 
Europe afforda odavlaciBS Maaons 
for modifying for the past eleven 
years as to the proper size of the 
iiavy. A navy lu firm control of the 
seas from the outbreak of war Is the 
prime aacfatial to the detonaa ot a 
country 'Bttaatad aa la tha Uaitad 
SUtea borderlag upon two great 
oeeana. A navy strong enough onl^ 
to defend our coas^ from actual in- 
vasion will not sufhce. 

"Defense from invasion is not the 
only funatloa ot the navy. It must 
protect oar a aa b orae aommerce aod 
drive that ot the eaemy from the aea. 
The best way to accomplish all these 
objects is to find and defend the hos- 
tile fleet or any of itw detaichiiients 
at a distance from our coast suilicl- 
ently |feat to prevent interruption 
of our aonaal couraa ot national 
life. The earreat war haa ahown 
that a navy of the alia recommended 
by this board in pret^ious years can 
no longt r be considered as adequate 
lo il'e di fi iisive needs ol the Cnlted 
Slates. Our present navy is not sutti- 
cent to gl^ due weight to the dip- 
lomatic remonatraaoee ot the United 
States in p eace nor to enforce ita po- 
licies in war." , 

The report lays stress upon the 
board's proposal that seven of the 
si.xteeii new bhlps, four superdread- 
naughts and ttiree battle cruisers, be 
authoriaed in Secretary Dan-

He was told that this gov- 
ernment under existing eircumatan- 
ces, had found itself unable to put 
in writing an adequate expression of 
the state of public and official opin- 
ion rasirdlac iapartaat aasbtlatlons 
and that Aaariaaa dlpkHaatla rapre- 
aentattvta abroad wei« unable to ad- 
vise the State Department as to the 
state of governmental opinion in Eu- 
rope. The State Department is con- 
cerned In European public oplnon as 
well aa oplBloaa ' held by olllctols. 
Several timea. It ia aaid, a lack of 
dnderatanBlng liaa prevented a suc- 
cecatttl termination of negotiations. 

Col. House will visit virtually all 
call upon the diplomatic representa- 
I fives ot the United States and ex- 
I plain In detail American views upon 
varioua auittera. Bia dlacuaalons 
will Bot deal with aay particular 
«ncatlOB, but will be eatlraly gener- 
al. 

In return Col. House will gather 
the opinions and views of European 
Governments and wll lattempt to 
•form an aaalyals of public opinion In 
each aoaatry ha Tlalta. Be wHI en- 
deavor to make eertala that the 
Governments and will attempt to 
the position of the United Statea and 
that the United States obUins full 
realisation ot JtMt what they believe 
and think.

The private roads on the farm dif- 
fer In Koneral from the public roads 
in the aaioBBt aad klad o( traine 
whieh they carry. The fnndaraentai 

principles involvi'il in ihi'ir (■oti.-itnu' 
tion and niaitiimaiice are tln' sann'. 
But, as the farm road iH called on to 
bear far less traffic, the ordinary 
methoda of oonstructlon and main- 
toBBBoe are ao modified aad the wo 
of awtertala ao adapted as to meet 
the apeetal reqalramoata and reduce 
the cost. To build the farm roads 
in the same maimer as i>ui>ii(- thor- 
ougfares, which earry much greater 
traffic. In general would bo a useless 
waste of money. 

The first consideration is the loca- 
tion of the roads and paths nixiiil 
;he farm. The roads and paths are 
a part of the peri'iainMit larni plant. 
Consequently they should be so locat- 
ed aa to beat serve the (turpose for 
which they are Intended, should fit 
in with the general scheme of the 
farm, and at tlie f.iiur tinie s-lunild 
avi>i(l as liiiieli a.s p(i;silile plans 
wliieli would rei|uire diltiMili ami i \- 
pensive construction (>r maintenance 
The main ooiyideration, however, 
must be to soeure the highest degree 
of effleieney from the farm plant as 

a whole. 

The earth road is the most com- 
mon typo of fBrm road and will pro- 
bably BO remain. When propcriy 
crowned. drained, and maintained 
with the aplit-lof dias or other siivl- 
lar devtee, the earth road, on all but 

a few exceptional soils or in a few- 
places Immediately arounil the farm 
lots and building.s, can lie made to 
answer the requirements fairly well. 
A little snUllac wttl la wmunl ttn 
the earth road a erowa atoplac from 
the center toward the aide dltdma at 
a rate of about 1 inch to tha foot, 
and side ditches of sufllclent else to 
carry away the storm water can us- 
ually be constructed without dlfllcul- 
ty. If the ground is springy the 
side ditches may be aukde deeper, or 
the (roand water be carried away 
by tile drains.

The uae of aaphyxiating gaa In the 

Ixiiubs dropped on Venice bas added 
a new terror to these iierial raids. 
These asphyxlalluK bombs have been 
need In the trenches, but uut until 
tko ntr mtd o( November \% wa# the 
deadly gna uaod tn bomho dropped 
on cities, ao far as ia known. 

The air raid on the IStli was not 
made known iil tlie Utne, even Home 
and other cities not knowing that it 
had occurred, as the mUlUry author- 
ities threw a rigid cordon of ailenos 
around the city. It was not a serlooa 
raid, in peopb' injured or damage 
dull! . lint its eliii'f importance was in 
briuging for the first time the ahower 
ol w»h|Bl«Uat bombs.

— If men are only as 
old as they feci then Uncle Tommy 
iCd wards, of Viola, Is only about 
twenty-flve although ths rssords say 
ha was President . His fathsr orossed 
tho Mississippi la Daniel Boone's 
company and waa living twelve miles 
from Boonesvllle, Mo., on Febru- 
ary lf>, ISIO, wlun the baby, who 
viis named Thomas Jefferson Ed- 
wards, was born. The baby was of 
pioneer stock on both sidss; his 
mother -was a Tipton and a cousin 
of Davy Crookstt. 

Bdwards enlisted as son n.<^ he 
heard that Fort Sumter had been 
ilred upon. His company became 
part of the Army of the Potomac, and 
he pasted uninjured through all the 
lighting la which that army took 
part. Ssirsa young men frcm his 
town were in the same company, and 
he wa.i a hlR brother to them and 
watched over them all through tbe 
war. 

Two or threo of thsso boys toll 
stories of how Cnelo Tommy savsd 

their lives, but he explains It diftor- 

ently. He says: 

"t)ur people were praying'' people, 
and two or three times a week they 
met and prayed for our aatety." His 
voice trembled aa he eontlnnod: 
"Bvoryono ot us cama home, rad four 
of the seven are still alive." ' 

Uncle Tommy has offered his ser- 
vices to his country in three wars. 
He was enrolled for the Mexican war, 
but tlie company was over-enlisted, 
so all married men were sent home. 

e offered to go to the Spanish W4r, 
but, of ooarso. was too old to bo ao- 
cepted. 

Although Mr. Edwards is so soon 
to be a century old, no one thinks of 
applying the adjective "venerable" 
to him. From one end of the Kicka- 
pqo 'Vailoy to tho other ho ia known 
as Undo Tommy. . Bvoryono for 
miles around counts on going to his 
birthday parties. For twenty-eight 
years it has been the custom for all 
his friends to come with baskets full 
of good things to help him celebrate 
his natal day. For more than six 
months be has bom lavltlag ovary- 
one he meets to his oshtoaaial birth- 
day. < 
He attributes his long life to the

Hitherto, eomparatlraly few men 
have atadM agrtealturo with the de- 
liberate Inteatloa of teaeklag it aa a 
life work. In consequence, while 
provision for a^;rieullu^al iducation 
ha.s been greatly developed, the num- 
ber of teachers is still small. 

TbU aubjeet la dlaeaaaed in the Ag- 
rlealtural Bda e a t lea Moathly, pub- 
lished by the department It points 
out that a good teacher In agricul- 
ture must, of course, have all the 
fundamental qualifications. He must 
know bis special subject and must al- j 
so be Torsed In the aoience of educa- 
tion aad Jho art of teaohlng. Those 
already qualified to teaeh general 
subjects In secondary schools who 
wish to teach aj-'rlcuUure slumld, If 
possible, take a.1 least u course ex- 
teiiiliiiK over several yi'urs in the 
State agrieultural colleges. Those 
who ean not leave thoir paaHleaa oan 
with very little trbaUo or expense 
take eouraea durlag the samaur va- 
c:iii(>n or abaft aearsaa eaetag the 

winter. 

A great deal of practical a>Tlc>il- 
ture may also be learned by atteiullug 
Instltutee aad other fanaera' meet- 
inga. If BO saeh moetlaga are held 
In the teaahor'a dIatrM. he eaa as- 
sist In organizing them. Though their 
primary purpone may be to aid the 
fanner, a receptive man eau uut fail 
to learn much from tb« speakers 
that are Invited to attead. IB aaase 
sutea special ssaaloaa lor laariMra of 
agrleulture are keM la aaaaaallon 
with Bute or eouuty asaoelatl^ of 
teachers.
